A QUININE COMBINE. 


All during the past week there have 
been reports current that a combina- 
tion of the European manufacturers 
of quinine was about to be accom- 
plished, and while definite informa- 
tion as to the details of the proposed 
combination or as to the stage 
reached in the efforts to effect a unifi- 
cation of the several interests in- 
volved is lacking, the trade at large 
seems to have put some faith in the 
reports as the transactions during 
the week have been on a larger scale 
than at any time within the past six 
months or possibly the entire year. 
That there are negotiations in pro- 
gress is stated quite positively, but 
this statement could, no doubt, have 
been truthfully made several times 
within the past year, but the most in- 
teresting features of the rumors now 
current lie in the report that the 
Brunswick people, who have been 
heretofore openly and, it is even said 
aggressively, opposed to the estab 
lishment of any sort of an understand- 
ing among the manufacturers, have 
signified their willingness to co-oper- 
ate with the other makers is an en- 
deavor to improve the situation. 

That there has been little money in 
the manufacture of quinine under the 
present condition of affairs as_ to 
prices of the crude material and of 
the finished product is universally 
vonceded. It is true that such state- 
ments have been made at each suc- 
cessive stuge in the downward move- 
ment of prices for the past ten years, 
and that the authors of these state- 
ments were willing and able to 
show by calculation of the cost of 
crude material,of manufacture,and of 
packing,handling,etc.,that the price of 
of the alkaloid could not possibly go 
any lower. Nevertheless, the impos- 
sible occurred and the price declii.ed. 
In the present case, however, there is 
evidence of the unremunerative char- 
acter of the work much stronger than 
could Le furnished by any mere cal- 
culation by an outsider. At least one 
of the lirze manufacturers has for 
some time held aloof from the market 
in bulk q tinine, instructing the sales 
agents tu the effect that the fewer the 
sales made at ruling quotations the 
smaller the losses. That this was not 
merely said for effect has been evi- 
denced by the conduct of some of the 
resident representatives of the Euro- 
pean makers. It would seem quite 
probable that the state of lethargic 
despondeney into which the mar- 
ket has fallen has awakened 
the makers to the fact that some- 
thing radical is necessary’ to 
induce a reaction on prices and in 
this day of unions, poois, syndicates 
and trusts, the furmation of some 
such combination would seem the 
most natural thing to do. One of the 
most serious obstacles to the success- 
ful conduct of such a combination 
probably lies in the difficulty in the 
regulation of the supplies of bark. 
As the efforts of the Ceylon planters 
themselves towards this end have 
heretofore proven abortive it does 
not seem probable that the quinine 
manufacturers will prove more suc- 


cessful in limiting the supply. 
Should a_ really stable or- 
ganization be effected amcng the 


manufacturers they would, doubtless, 
be able by skillful and concerted ac- 
tion to keep the price of bark so low 
as to discourage any further planting 
of trees. With the immense resources 
that would be at the command of such 
an erganization it would be amply 
able to protect itself from any new 
competition in European or even 
in Eastern markets, while the fact 
that the American makers have stead- 
ily declined to compete in our market 
with foreign bulk, may be taken as an 
indication that should the European 
m:nufieturers succeed in putting 
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prices on a more remunerative foot- 
ing, there would be but little danger 
of the movement being antagonized 
by them. 

The fact that the holdings in the 
hands of the speculators outside of 
the regular trade have been very 
much reduced,may also be considered 
as favoring the stability of prices. 

It is possible that any decided, pre- 
mature upward turn in prices may 
prove prejudicial to the movement 
toward combination, as the manufac- 
turers might be lead to overrate the 
importance of such an advance as an 
indication of an inherent strength in 
the market which would render combi- 
nation unnecessary. In any event the 
most sanguine operators do not look 
for anything more than a moderate 
advance, while, should the negotia- 
tions fall through, the market will, no 
doubt, relapse into its previous con- 
dition.

THE BROMINE SITUATION. 


During the past few weeks there has 
been a good deal of interest mani- 
fested in the bromine question by 
consumers. Ever since the opening 
of the “bromine war’’ rumors of a 
combination have arisen from time to 
time and attracted but little attention, 
but naturally towards the close of the 
year, when new engagements are to 
be entered into. the trade is inclined 
to give more credence to such rumors 
In addition to this the agents for the 
German makers here have ceased 
offering for future delivery and their 
stocks here are exhausted, and these 
facts have been taken by the trade as 
an indication that the rumors of a 
combination of American producers 
are not wholly without foundation. 
The cessation of shipments of bro- 
mine and bromides from Germany, 
however, need not _ necessarily 
be referred to the formation 
of a bromine pool. The fact that they 
were selling their output here at a 
figure which must have resulted in an 
outright loss to them on every pound 
piaced, might of itself be considered 
as sufficient explanation of their will- 
ingness to desist from sending more 
of it to this market. 

The Germans seem also not to have 
been altogether happy in their vent- 
ures in this market. They first sold 
about fifty thousand pounds of brom- 
ine at seventeen and a half cents, a 
portion of which was jettisoned, while 
the remainder furnished manufactur- 
ers of bromides here material for mak- 
ing cheap bromides, which were used 
later in supplying the home and for- 
eign markets. They thensolda lot of 
potassium bromide here, some of 
which was immediately re-exported to 
Europe and sold there below the price 
asked by the European makers. It 
was next offered only in lots of five 
hundred pounds, subject to an agree- 
ment not to re-export. Whether it 
proved possible to prevent the ex- 
portation of the goods sold here it 
would be difficult to say but there is a 
shrewd suspicion that some of the pot- 
assium bromide which found its way to 
European markets from the United 
States was not of American manufac- 
ture. The importations were so 
masked that it proved difficult to ob- 
tain any statistics as to the quantity 
sent ifftv the United States by the 
German makers, but it is probable 
that the actual figures fall below 
what they are popularly supposed to 
be. 

It follows as a matter of course that 
the domestic producers of bromine 
have suffered somewhat from the un- 
settled conditions of the market, but 
they in turn have fallen back upon 
the salt people from whom they pur- 
chase bittern. The bromine makers 
have contended for some time that the 
prices which they pay for bittern have 
been excessive and some seem pleased 





to have the leverage afforded by the 
German competition to force the salt 
makers to reduce the price. 

As to the combination of American 
makers of bromine, it is stated on 
good authority that it has not yet 
been consummated although the 
majority have signified their willing- 
ness to join it. There are a few 
however who decline to join 
any movement toward an organi- 
zation, and the experience with the 
late National Bromine Co. shows the 
error of attempting a combination 
which does not include every pro- 
ducer. There is no question that 
a determined effort has been made to 
harmonize the interests of the bro- 
mine makers, as well as those of the 
consumers, and at one time it was re- 
ported that a combination had been 
practically effected on the following 
lines: That as the estimated annual 
output of bromine in the United 
States is about six hundred thousand 
pounds, the producers were to agree 
to limit the production per annum to 
three hundred and twenty-five thous- 
and pounds, which was believed to 
represent the actual consumption. 
This amount was to be tak- 
en by acombination of consumers 
at twenty-two cents per pound, of 
which eighteen cents was to be paid 
on receipt of the goods and the re- 
maining four.cents to be paid by the 
consumer at the end ofa year pro- 
vided the producers abided by their 
agreement. As will be seen, such an 
agreement promises well for the con- 
tinuity of the pool provided all the 
manufacturers of bromine enter into 
it. But at present “‘there’s the rub.”’

FERTILIZING CHEMICALS. 


The announcement has been made 
in our market reports that the foreign 
mannfacturers of muriate of potash, 
double manure salt and sulphate of 
potash have fixed the prices for these 
articles for delivery in the several 
principal markets of this country 
for the year 1892. The reason assigned 
for the advance made in the price 
over that fixed for last year is the 
higher cost of manufacture. As the 
price will be uniform, and probably 
remain so during the year, it will not 
seriously affect the consumers, who, 
having ample notice, are enabled to 
revise the price of their man- 
ufactured fertilizers to conform 
thereto. The increase in the use of 
these materials in the United States 
has been steady, the imports of muri- 
ate of potash alone during 1891 
amounting to 34,000 tons. In ail- 
dition to the use by manufacturers of 
fertilizers there has been a large in- 
crease in the demand from manufac- 
turers of converted saltpeter, which is 
used in the manufacture of gunpow- 
der, and it is probable that the im- 
ports of muriate and sulphate of pot- 
ash will next year far exceed those of 
1891. To remove any uncertainty as 
to the probable requirements the 
manufacturers have made induce- 
ments to buyers to place their con- 
tracts early in the year, and this, it is 
expected, will enable them to form 
an early approximate estimate of the 
year’s requirements. 

Last year opened with light stocks, 
and there was little to indicate the 
probable large consumptive demand 
which was later developed, and which 
could not be met as promptly as was 
desirable. The price of muriate of 
potash for 1892 has been fixed at 
$1.81% per hundred pounds on the 
basis of cighty per cent., but all con- 
tracts extending over 1892 placed 
before January 7th will be filled 
at $1.78%, and as a guarantee 
is inserted in contracts protecting 
the buyer against any decline, 
it is expected that a large proportion 
of the year’s requirements will be 
contracted for prior to that date, and

THE SITUATION IN INDIGO. 


The total amount of indigo that will 
be realized from the present crop is 
estimated at 145,000 maunds and the 
quantity out of the market is given as 
72,000 maunds, credited as follows:

maunds; Benares and Doab, 14,000

maunds. Advices from the Kurpah 
and Madras districts report the yield 


unusually small, being only about 


one-third the size of the average crop, 


while in the Northwest provinces the 
outturn is acknowledged to be fully up 


to the average of previous years. 


Since the opening sales the Calcutta 


market has been generally quiet and 


shipments to the United States of 


about 3,000 chests have been thus far 
reported. Compared with last year’s 
quotations, the better qualities show 
a decline of twenty rupees and in the 
latest quotations of the lower and 
medium grades a decline of only ten 
to fifteen rupees is noticeable. 

Recent cable news reported the 
market as well sustained,with a good 


demand for medium grades, and, ow- 


ing to active competition, prices are 
very firm at an advance of five rupees, 


while the higher grades remain dull of 


sale and not quotably changed from 


the opening prices. The London market 
has not been marked by any special 


features since the November sales, 


and the little business transacted has 


covered all descriptions of goods. The 
deliveries of late show an improve- 


ment, but as compared with the pre- 
ceding year, show a falling off of 


about 7,000 chests. 
On receipt of the early news from 
the primary sources, some of the hold- 


ers in this market, anticipating the 


States to induce the Canadians to use 
the home product, but its inferiority 
as an illuminating agent is such 
that large quantities of the higher 
priced American product is con- 
sumed, despite all efforts on the 
part of the Canadian producers and 
refiners to keep the Pennsylvania oil 
out of the Dominion. The petroleum 
developments in Canada, too, have 
not been such as to lead to the belief 
that enormous quantities will be pro- 
duced; in fact, the supply of crude 
has thus far not been in excess of 
homerequirements,and we see no such 
enormous accumulations as those in 
the Pennsylvania and Ohio fields. 
The Canadian oil has the same sul- 
phur taint that has proved so detri- 
mental to the Lima oil, and this would 
condemn it in the Eastern markets. 

Our contemporary further tells us 
that Australia and New Zealand will 
be supplied from Peru, in fact the 
foreign trade of the United States will 
be confined to competing with Russia 
for the trade of Europe. A further 
claim is made that oil is now made at 
Baku equal to the best brands of Am- 
erican and that the Russian product is 
preferred in India. This is the ver- 
iest rot, but plainly shows the wish to 
be father to the thought. A circular 
before usat this writing, giving the 
quotations and conditions of the trade 
in the Far Eastern markets,shows the 
American oil quoted from three to 
eight cents per case above the Rus- 
sian and the statement that at the 
difference the Russian is only favored 
by the poorer class of consumers. 

We have pvinted out but a few of 
the wild statements of our contempo- 
rary. but enough to show the bias, 
and refer the reader to the article in 
question for an amusing example of 
the efforts of English writers on pe- 
troleum to favor the Russian product 
and to do all that lays in their power 
to injure our foreign trade. As an 
evidence of prejudice overriding judg- 
ment and reason, to the extent of ig- 
noring facts and drawing upon a 
lively imagination,the L. J. of C. arti- 
cle is a good example.

Common Sense About Cotton Oil—III. 
(For the Reporter.) 
OHANGING THE COTTON OIL RULES OF 
THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 

Not long ago a committee was ap- 

ointed to change the rules of the 

roduce Exchange relating to cotton 
oil. This committee is a conserva- 
tive one, and represéntative of the 
various interests involved. While it 
is safe to predict that they will look 
well to the interests of the New York 
market, and may be fully entrusted 
with the duty they have in hand, 
there is no reason why the readers of 
the Reporter should not be made ac- 
quainted with the grounds for chang- 
ing these rules, presented in a lighter 
way than they are likely to consider 
it, as well as simpler and more “eprc 

riate to the holiday season. irst, 
et us see what these rules are. 

The New York Produce Exchange, 
as the commercial center of the 
United States, has naturally and very 
properly done more to classify the 

rades of cotton oil and regulate the 

rade than any otherexchange. These 
rules, well as they have served their 
purposes in the past, are not suffi- 
cient to meet the requirements of the 
present great development in this 
trade and its changed conditions. 
Holding then such an important posi- 
tion with relation to the trade, in 
changing its rules the New York Pro- 
duce Exchange should bring them 
fully up to date, and, if necessary to 
do so, should set new standards, 
make new rules—carefully consulting 
the interests of manufacturers, refin- 
ers, consumers and exporters—and do 
whatever will be necessary to foster 
and encourage this deserving indus- 
try. The following are the principal 
rules relating to cotton oil, given here 
chiefly for reference and complete- 


ness: 

‘Rule 1.—At the first meeting of the 
Board of Managers after their elec- 
tion, the President shall (subject to 
the approval of the Board) appoint as 
a committee on oils (other than petro- 
leum) five members of the New York 
Produce Exchange, who are known 
as members of the oil trade. It shall 
be the duty of this committee to 
properly discharge the obligation im- 
posed on them by these rules and also 
to consider and decide all disputes 
arising between members dealing in 
oils (other than petroleum)which may 
be submitted tothem. A majority of 
the committee shall constitute a 
quorum, and a decision of a majorit 
of those present at the meeting shall 
be final. They shall 3 a record of 
their proceedings, and a fee of fifteen 
dollars shall be paid to the committee 
for each reference case heard b 
them, to be paid by the party ad- 
judged to be in fault, unless other- 
wise ordered by the committee. Pro- 
vided, however, that nothing herein 
shall prevent settlement of questions 
of difference by private arbitration, 
or as provided for in the by-laws. 

Rule 4.—Tares shall be tested if re- 
quired by either buyer or seller, by 
emptying five barrelsin each 100 bar- 
rels, to be taken indiscriminately 
from the lot. 

Rule 7.—All contract oil must be in 
good, sound iron-bound barrels, hold- 
ing not less than forty-two or more 
than fifty gallons. In settling con- 
tracts without delivery the basis shall 
be forty-six gallons per barrel. 

Rule 9.—Crude cottonseed oil to pass 
as prime must be made from decorti- 
cated seed,and must be sweet in flavor 
and odor and free from «ater and set- 
tlings. 

Rule 10--Summer yellow cottonseed 
oil to pass as prime must be brilliant, 
free from water end settlings,sweet in 
flavor and odor, and of straw color, 
not reddish. 

Rule 11.—Winter yellow cottonseed 
oil to pass as prime, must be brilliant, 
free from water and settlings, sweet 
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in flavor and odor, of straw color, not 
reddish, and must stand limpid ata 
temperature of 32 degrees F. for five 
hours. 

Rule 12.—Summer white cottonseed 
oil, to pass as prime, must be straw- 
white to white in color, brilliant, and 
sweet in flavor and odor. 

Rule 13.—Winter white cottonseed 
oil, to pass as prime, must be straw- 
white to white in color, brilliant,sweet 
in flavor and odor, and must stand 
limpid atatemperature of 32 degrees 
F. for five hours. 

Rule 14.—Settlements of contracts 
for cottonseed oil shall be made on 
the basis of 50 gallons to the barrel. 

Rule 15—Settlements of contracts 
for cottonseed oil shall be made at 
the mean between the prices bid and 
asked on the floor of the exchange on 
the day of settlement, it being under- 
stood, however, that a settlement can- 
not be substituted for a performance 
of contract except by mutual consent. 

Rule 16.—Deliveries of cotton seed 
oil shall be made by weight at the 
rate of seven and one-half (7%) pounds 
net to the gallon, and in lots of not 
less than one hundred barrels at one 
time, and of not less than fifty barrels 
at one place. 

Rule 18.—Packages must be good 
iron bound barreis, and must be de- 
livered in good carting order, and 
shall not be under 45 or over 55 gal- 
lons each, in case of delivery. 

Rule 19.—Cottonseed oil must be 
paid for on delivery of the goods. 

Sec. 2.—All tenders of oil other than 
on “‘call’’ sales, unless rejected within 
24 hours from delivery of sampling 
order, shall constitute a good delivery. 

Src. 3.—When oil is sampled by 
order of the committee, the inspector 
shall draw samples from not less than 
10 per cent of the lot in question, 

fee of $2 for each ten barrels, or 
fraction thereof sampled, shall. be 
paid to the inspector by the party ad- 
judged in fault.” 

Now the Oil Committee of the Pro- 
duce Exchange, provided for in rule 1 
exercises a double function. One is 
to settle disputes between members 
of the oil trade, and the other te de- 
termine the b prey J of the samples of 
oil submitted to them by members of 
the Exchange. In either case, a fee 
of $15 is charged, reasonable enough 
for settling a dispute about a contract, 
or for arbitrating a case where 
there is a difference of opinion, but 
decided|y excessive for a simple de- 
cision as to quality. 

Rule 9 is the one chiefly under dis- 
cussion at the present time, and reads 
as follows: 


“Crude cottonseed oil to pass 
as rime must be made 
from decorticated seed, must be sweet 


in flavor and odor and free from 
water and settlings.”’ 

Thisr ule is equally unsatisfactory to 
buyers and sellers. The buyers com- 
_ that an oil may be sweetin 

avor and odor, and yet contain such 
a percentage of fat acid as to lose 
heavily in refining, and make a re- 
fined oil that is not prime. The sellers 
object that scarcely any crude oil is 
entirely free from water and settlings, 
and that oil which is both sweet in 
flavor and odor and low in fat acid 
has = been rejected on a declinin 
market, simply because it seniniaed 
the small fraction of one per cent. of 
water and settlings. 


THREE TYPICAL CASES BEFORE THE OIL 
COMMITTEE. 


To see how these rules work in 
practice let us assume a case or two, 
and run them through the regular 
routine of the Produce Exchange. 
By common consent the hour from 
two to three o’clock is the one select- 
ed for business in cotton oil on the 
exchange. Just before the closing of 
three o’clock it is passed from one to 
another that a case is to come before 
the committee in the handsome room 
up stairs. 

The Union Soap Co. against John 
Jones, broker, on 250 bbls of crude 
oil. We will suppose the time to be 
in March. As business happens to 
be dull, the members of the exchange 
who deal in cotton oil, the lard re- 
fiuers, the soap makers, the oil Jre- 
finers, the jobbers, commission mer- 
chants and brokers all go up to the 
committe room. Seated on a raised 
platform in state are five members of 
the committee, with the chairman in 
the center. The stenographer is at 
his little table below. he official 
inspector is there with his samples. 
On one side of the room is the presi- 
dent of the Union Soap Co. ; with him 
is the treasurer, secretary, their buy- 
er with whom the contract was made, 
and their refiner. On the other side 
of the room is John Jones, broker, 
with nobody to help him except his 
cheek and a thorough knowledge of 


his business. The spectators take 
seats in the rear of the room to enjoy 
the debate. 

The president of the Union Soap 
Co.opens the case. He regrets ex- 
ceedingly that he has been compelled 
to complain of the oil tendered his 
company bv Mr. Jones, but savs that 
the season is now advancing; that the 
crude oil has been constantly grow- 
ing poorer and poorer until the pres- 
ent lot of 250 bbls., which is now ten- 
dered by Mr. Jones, is of such terribly 
poor quality, running as high as even 
two mel cent. of fat acid, that it is 
utterly unfit for the purpose of mak- 
ing toilet soap; that his refiner has 
carefully tested the oil, and that he 
desires the committee to uphold his 
rejection of the oil as not prime. The 
buyer then gives the terms of the 
contiact, which were 250 bbls. for first 
half of March dolivery, to be prime 
crude oil under the rnles of the Pro- 
duce Exchange. The refiner rises, re- 
lates his tests on the oil, explains how 
fat acid is corruption and putrefac- 
tion of the oil, and rottenness which 
arises, probably from the bad seed 
out of which it was made; that the 
only proper method of determining 
whether an oil is prime or not is by 
the fat acid test, and that his fat acid 
test shows conclusively that the oil 
contains two per cent. of this decom- 
position, and is therefore not prime. 

John Jones, broker, at last gets a 
chance to say something. He repre- 
sents a milla thousand miles away, 
that has nobody there but himself to 
look after their rights on a declining 
market. He knows itis contrary to 
hisjinterests to offend the Union Soap 
Co., one of his best buyers, and yet 
being a conscientious fellow, he de- 
termines to do his best for that mill 
down South. He knows from his own 
eee experience as arefiner that 

e has refined thousends of barrels of 
oil, not a whit worse than this lot, 
made a prime refined oil of it, and 
sold it to artificial butter makers in 
New York City; it seems strange to 
him, therefore, that this particular oil 
is not good enough for making toilet 
or any other kind of soap. 

He begins by saying that fat acid is 
rot—rot of the worst sort ifitbe relied 
on to tell the value of crude oil ;thatin 
some cases fat acid is due to putrefac- 
tion, and where oil is made from de- 
cayed or rotting seed, it indicates 
that the oil is bad; but fat acid also 
results from the fermentation of oll 
after it is made, when some little 
moisture is present, and that this fat 
acid simply means a portion of the 
oil has separated from the glycerine, 
and does not materially affect its 
quality, except to make a slightly 
greater loss in refining. 

At this point some one inquires if 
the Produce Exchange rules say 
anything about fat acid. The mem- 
bers of the committee have probably 
never heard of fat acid until this 
time. They find out much to their 
relief that it does not, and all evi- 
dence as io fat acid in the case is 
ruled out. 

John Jones then goes on to say 
that the situation of the mill that 
made the oilis one of the best in the 
South, that its managers are careful, 
and that they have written him, and 
he knows it must be so, that they 
have not received any bad seed that 
season. The oil produced from it is 
sweet and pleasant to the taste, and 
the sample of refined oil which he 
ee and which any one can see 

y its color and taste is prime, was 
made from that crude oil. 

The secretary of the Union Soap 
Co. suggests that the rules of the 
Produce Exchange have nothing to 
say about refining, and this evidence 
is ruled out. ohn Jones having 
nothing more to say, the chairman 
asks if the two parties to the dispute 
accept the sample as drawn by the 
official inspector as a correct and fair 
sample of the oil. They signify their 
assent. The meeting adjourns, all 
except the five members of the com- 
mittee, who sit alone with the sam- 
ples and decide whether or not itis 
rime. Whether they toss up a cent 
or it, or whether they really and 
truly think that they know whether 
crude oil is prime or not from hear- 
ing arguments about it and by its 
taste and smell, no one except those 
initiated can tell. Anyhow they ren- 
der a decision that the oil is not 
prime. The trade is cancelled, the 
market being in the buyer’s favor. 
Everybody from having been present 
at the meeting, or having heard out- 
side of the rejection of 250 barrels of 
oil held by John Jones, broker, re- 
fuses to touch that oil at anything 
like a fair price. John Jones, being 
a sensible man, makes no further at- 
tempt to sell the oil, but puts it in store, 
wisely inferring from information he

The sellers are afraid to sell 
under the rules of the Produce Et 
change, because the oil may hate 
some moisture and _settlings in t 
when it arrives, or may be rejec! 
for some trivial cause, and thrown 0 
the market with a bad name, whet 
the oil really makes a prime refin 
oil, and they would gladly agree! 
a reduction of half a cent or so oni 
count of the water and settling, 0 
little excess of fat acid, rather ti 
have it rejected. The voli 
of business of the New York markt 
for forward delivery has greatly d 
creased during t..e past three yeals 
and it is high time that some chaby 
should be made to awaken this bus 
ness again.

HOW CAUSTIC SODA IS SOLD. 


Caustic soda, which is an article 
well known to all soap makers and 
refiners is not sold at so much a 
pound, but at so much a pound for 
60 per cent. of caustic. Suppose the 
price is four cents a pound for 60 per 
cent. If the caustic happens to be 60 
per cent. it is billed at four cents per 
pound, or for 600 pounds $24. If it 


brings 15 per cent. or one-quarter 
more, or $30 for a drum of 600 pounds. 

Now, while fat acid, moisture and 
settlings are not always as bad as they 
are painted, they are invariably lost 
in refining, and certainly are not oil, 
any more than the surplus of 40 to 25 
per cent. of weight of the drum of 
caustic soda is caustic soda. ; 

In caustic soda this 40 to 25 per cent. 
of surplus weight is thrown in, but in 
crude oil the fat acids and the foots 
go to make up weight in the soap 
stock, and are worth something if it 
be very little. Why not then sell 
crude oil on a basis of ae 97% per

Grae sample from the lot of 
oil in question; to refine a hand 
sample of the same by the method of 
refining in common use; to submit 
duplicate four ounce samples of the 
oil thus refined, with mark thereon 
and certificate to the Superintendent. 

Should the buyer and seller not be 
able then to come to an agreement as 
to whether or not the crude oilis 
prime, the superintendent shall send 
one of these sealed samples by an 
official messenger of the Produce Ex- 
change to each member of the Oil 
Committee at his office, and get his 
separate written opinion as to whether 
or not the sample of refined oil is 
prime.

furiously. As regards collision, it is 
not correct to state that the oil could 
not escape, and we should like to know 
who the “experts” are to whom 
our correspondent _ refers. The 
oil in question would have a specific 
gravity of .820, and sea-water is 
.1027; the amount of oil which would 
escape would depend upon its hy- 
draulic depth, or, more correctly, its 
“oleolic”’ depth. over that of the sur- 
rounding water. We quite endorse 
the underwriters’ opinion of tankerss 
They are,in fact, if anything, safer 
than ordinary vessels as fire risks, 
while a petroleum in bulk steamer is, 
in our opinion, almost infinitely safer 
than a cotton or jute laden steamer. 
A steamer laden with jute is more 
likely to be a source of danger inthe 
Suez Canal than a petroleum steamer. 
In discussing the Suez Canal ques- 
tion we must consider the mean 
ger re of Northern Egypt, the 
flash point of the oil, and the vessel 
carrying it. As regards the temper- 
ature, we see that the Suez Canal, in 
January, lies between the isotherms 
of 50 and 60 degrees ; in July,between 
toose of 80 and 90 degrees; the mean 
range of temperature between the 
summer and winter extremes being 
27 degrees, while the mean tempera- 
ture is 70 degrees. The oil which 
would be exported would, for India, 
have to satisfy the requirements of 
the Indian Government, and that is, 
itshould have an open flash test of 
100 degrees. In other words, the oil 
would have to be of this temperature 
before it would be in a condition to 
give off inflammable vapors. Now, a 
tanker would have the  tem- 
perature of the surrounding wa- 
ter, which is always at least 
10 degrees below that of the atmos- 
phere; thus, taking the heat limit of 
the eneptere as 90 degrees, the wa- 
ter would be 80 degrees, or the oil 
Would have a margin of 20 degrees 
on the safe side. As a matter of fact 
the water in the Suez canal never did 
tnd never will reach 80 degrees, so, 
ooking at the question in the light 
of solid facts, we see that a tanker is 
no more a source of danger than any 
other craft.

metal. 

At the hearing in the case covered 
by this protest, manufacturers and 
importers appeared before the Board 
and unanimously testified that the 
merchandise in question is listed, 
bought and sold, and commercially 
known as aluminum bronze powder. 
Mr. Henry Ahlborn, testified that the 
material was manufactured from al- 
uminum leaf by a process similar to 
that employed in the manufacture of 
bronze powders from copper and 
other base metals, and that it was 
known in the trade prior to October 
1, 1890, and subsequent thereto, as al- 
uminum bronze powder. 

From the testimony in this case we 
find as facts. 

1. That the material is a powder 
made from aluminum, and is not 
aluminum or aluminum in a crude 
form, nor an alloy of which aluminum 
is the component material of chief 
value. 

2. That itis bought and sold and 
ee as aluminium bronze pow- 


er. 

We therefore hold that it was 
improperly classified as « manufac- 
ture of metal and assessed with duty 
at 45 per cent. ad valorem, under par- 
agraph 215, act October 1, 1890, but 
that it is dutiable at 15 cents per 
pound, under paragraph 190 of the 
said act, as claimed by the appellants. 
The protest is sustained. 


ULTRAMARINE BLUE IN PULP, 


In the matter of the protest of Mr. 
C. P. Zentgraf against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain ultra- 
marine blue in pulp, imported per Ob- 
dam, May 29, 1891, the ein is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Sharretts. 

We find as facts in this case that on 
the 29thof May, 1891, there were im- 
ported into New York ten casks cun- 
taining ultramarine in pulp, and one 
cask containing ultramarine blue in 

owder. The weight of the ultramar- 
ine blue and water in the pulp is sep- 
arately stated in the imvoice, and the 
value of the ultramarine is based on 
the net weight thereof. 

Duty was, however, was assessed 
upn the combined weight of ultra- 
marine blue and water at the rate of 
4% cents per pound, under paragraph 
55, act October 1, 1890. 

The importer does not contend that 
the merchandise was_ improperly 
classified, but claims that only the 
dry weight thereof is chargeable with 
duty. 

At a hearing in the case the testi- 
mony of Government experts tended 
to show that the actual dry weight of 
ultramarine in par can be accurately 
and conveniently determined, and an 
examination of the several paragraphs 
included under the head of paints, 
colors, and varnishes would seem to 
indicate that Congress intended that 
an allowance should be made for 
water when paints were suspended or 
mixed therewith. 

Paragraph 50 provides for blues 
such as Berlin, Prussian, Chinese and 
all others containing ferrocyanide of 
ron, dry or ground, in or mixed with

In 
moving the adoption of the report, 
the chairman stated that about a year 
ago, he informed them that they 
were then making very good profits 
indeed, but not long afterwards the 
unfortunate troubles broke out in 
Chili, which entirely changed their 
prospects. Nevertheless they hada 
very fair year’s work, and they were 
one of the few nitrate companies that 
had made profits and that were still 
in a position to declare dividends. 
They had 1,298 blast holes in readi- 
ness, and most of them were in excel- 
lent ‘“‘caliche.”” They had made a 
very fair profit on iodine, and at the 
end of June, when their accounts 
were made up, their stock was 400,000 
ounces, while at the present time they 
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were fully a in spite of the 
pressing offers of foreign superphos- 
phate. The German manure trade is 
not only not protected by a tax, but 
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is encumbered by the high protective 
tax on, for instance, the jute indus- 
try. The German manufacturers 
have always striven not only to pro- 
duce &4 dry and well powdered mate- 
rial, but one as perfect as possible 
with regard to chemical composition. 
The distribution of the soluble phos- 
hates in the soil is of the greatest 
mportance, and this can only take 
lace when the manure contains but 
ittle iron and alumina, otherwise 
there will be a return of the phospho- 
ric acid to the insoluble form. The 
value of phosphates when more or 
less free from iron and alumina is 
most apparent after slight rainfalls, 
which are able to distribute the whole 
of the phosphoric acid in the soil and 
so render it available to the crops. 

If the agricultural bodies which are 
unwilling to co-operate with the man- 
ufacturers still continue in this 
course, the latter will be obliged, to 
the disadvantage of both, to use infe- 
rior crude products. The manufac- 
ture, which was formerly one of the 
simplest, is now very dillicult. The 
continual discovery of new phosphate 
beds and their rapid exhaustion, 
causes the manufacturer to be fre- 
quently having to deal with a new 
material. The lately found Liege, 
Somne and Florida phosphate mate- 
rials, however, seem to promise a 
greater stability. 

Attention is drawn to the import- 
ance of statistics relating to phos- 
phates being given in more detail, 
and not merely under the two head- 
ings of superphosphate and bone ash, 
as is done at present. 

It was the activity of manufacturers 
of Thomas slag, supported by the 
good results obtained with the ma- 
nure, that led to a quite untorseen in- 
crease in thé use of phosphates; and 
as it was soon found that the two ma- 
nures were not in opposition to, but 
rather supplement one another (each 
ee suited for different soils), the 
two industries can only be a help to 
each other when recommending the 
use of phosphates. 

The view held in some districts 
where phosphoric acid has been in 
use for 40 years, that its employment 
has been excessive, is not generally 
aye seems and has even been disputed 
by important authorities, and its 
adoption, without consideration, 
would probably lead to serious losses.

African Copaiba ‘‘So-Called.” 


BY JOHN C, UMNEY., 


During the present year two con- 
signments at least of a copaiferous (?) 
oleo resin have been exportee by the 
Niger Company from West Africa to 
the port of London, the prodnce, it is 
said,of the district of the Niger basin. 
The substance has been offered on 
several occasions as balsam copaiba 
without finding a bidder or purchaser 
at public auction. The appearance 
of such an import is interesting, inas- 
much as several species of copaifera 
are known to be indigenous to tropi- 
cal Africa, but the information as to 
the production of oleo resins by these 
species is very meagre, the only de- 
scription of a secretion of economic 
value being given by Bennett,who de- 
scribes copaifera guibourtiana, known 
by the natives as the “kobo”’ tree, as 
yielding a copal. 

Of the closely allied genus hardwic- 
kia, the oleo resin of certain species 
of which resembles that of the copai- 
fera, as far as I can learn only one 
African variety is known, viz., hard- 
wickia mannii and it is doubted 
whether even this is not a species of 
copaifera. 

With such scanty botanical infor- 
mation avuilable, and the exact dis- 
trict of their production at present 
unascertained, it appeared desirable 
to compare these African oleo resins 
wlth the products of the South Amer- 
ican species of copaifera, with the ob- 
ject of determining their relationship 
or otherwise by physical and chemical 
characteristics. 

The two oleo resins from West Afri- 
ca, which I will designate as (A) and 
(B), were dissimilar in appearance, 
due probably to a difference in the 
manipulation of the two samples. 

(A) was light brown in color, slight- 
ly fluorescent, having an aromatic, 
somewhat piperaceous odor, a specific 
gravity of 0°987 at 15° C.,and on stand- 
ing deposited a quantity of small 
crystals. It yielded by distilla- 
tion with steam 37°9 per cent. of 
a pale yellow essential oil, which 





dried over chloride of cal- 
cium distilled at 264° to 270° C., and 
had a specific gravity of 0°9173 at 15° 
C. The oil was readily soluble in pe- 
troleum ether and ether (°735),less sol- 
uble in pure ether (°720), and only 
slightly soluble in rectified spirit and 


when 


glacial acetic acid. The crystals de- 
posited by the oleo-resin, were repeat- 
edly crystallized from petroleum 
ether and when pure had a melting- 
point of 124° C. (uncorreeted), had a 
faint yellow color, and were distinctly 
acid in reaction. 

(B) was darker in color, more mark- 
edly fluorescent, possessed an aro- 
matic, piperaceous, but slightly em- 
pyreumatic smell, and on standing 
nearly half its bulk separated as an 
ill-defined crystalline mass. The spe- 
cific gravity of the oleo-resin, thor- 
oughly mixed, was 1,002 at 15° C.; but 
after removal of the deposited mass, 
the fluid portion had a specific grav- 
a of 0°992 at 15° C. It yielded by dis- 
tillation with steam 402 per 
cent. of a pale yellow essen- 
tial oil, boiling from 264° to 270° 
C. (uncorrected) and ees a specific 
gravity of 0°9188 at 15° C. The oil 
was readily soluble in petroleum ether 
and ether (‘735), less soluble in pure 
ether (‘720), and only slightly soluble 
in ee spirit and glacial acetic 
acia, 

Tbe crystals were purified in the 
same manner as those from (A) and 
found to have the same melting point 
(124° ©.), and to be distinctly acid. 
This melting point is somewhat close 
to that of a crystalline resin obtained 
by Fluckiger from gurjun balsam (m. 
p. 126-130° C.), but that body was in- 
different, whilst this from the African 
oleo resin is markedly acid, distinctly 
electrical by friction, and appears to 
resemble in general characters the 
oxycopaivic acid (melting point 
about 120°C.), found’ by Fehling in a 
deposit from a Para copaiba. rom 
neither of the oils—of specimens (A) 
and (B)—could crystals be obtained 
by passing dry hydrochloric acid gas 
through them, either at normal tem- 
perature or immersed in a freezing 
mixture, as has been stated to be the 
case by Soubeiran and Capitaine with 
Maracaibo oil under similar treat- 
ment, but they gave reddish brown 
fuming liquids, agreeing wit the be- 
havior of an oil distilled from Para 
5 those authors. 

have failed, notwithstanding sev- 
eral attempts, to obtain crystals ofa 
hydrochloride by this method, when 
oa on the oil obtained from the 
Maracaibo variety, and in this respect 
therefore, my experiments .contirm 
those of Brix, and show that the for- 
mation of this gern body from 
pure copaiba oil appears somewhat 
uncertain. 

A ready test proposed by Fluckiger, 
for distinguishing between copaiba 
and gurjun balsams, and which has 
been made official in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia, consists in add- 
ing to a solution of the balsam in car- 
bon bisulphide a drop of nitric and 
sulphuric acids previously mixed and 
cooled, when in the case of gurjun 
balsam an intense violet color is pro- 
duced.

The window glass house of Semon 
Bache & Co, of this city has been sys- 
tematically robbed for the last six 
months by a set of men whose opera- 
tions have but just been discovered.

Sheet Glass from Molten Metal. 


The present practice in making 
metal sheets is to cast ingots or slabs 
and then reduce these by repeated 
a and reheating. Attempts 
have been previously made to produce 
sheets directly from the molten metal 
by pouring the metal: (1) Between 
two revolving rollers; or (2), between 
a revolving wheel and the surface of 
an enclosed fixed semi-circular seg- 
ment. By these means none but very 
thin —— could be satisfactorily pro- 
duced. In a new invention the ma- 
chinery consists of a large receiving 
roller of 5 feet diameter, more or less, 
and of a length equal to that of the 
plate to be produced. With this are 
combined small forming rollers ar- 
ranged in succession part of the wa 
round the periphery of the large roll- 
er, and revolving at the same rate as 
the large roller. The rollers can be 
cooled by a current of water circu- 
lating through them The molten 
metal flows on to the surface of the 
large roller, and is prevented from es- 
caping sidewise by flanges witn which 
the large roller is provided. These 
flanges embrace the small rollers,and 
are of a depth greater than that of the 
thickest plate which it is proposed to 
roll. The distance between the large 
roller and the small rollers can be ad- 
justed according to the desired thick- 
ness of the plate. When dealing with 
metals of a high melting point, such 
as stoel, the first small roller is made , 
of a refractory material, and is heated | 
from the inside by the flame of a blow ; 
pipe. The rollers are coated with

Linseed Oil—Consumers appear to 
have no fear ofany advance in prices 
until well after the turn of the year 
and consequently withold orders save 
for such very smal quantities 
as they may need to carry them over 
to that time. Asthe crushers see no 
chance of doing business save at a 
sacrifice they evince no disposition to 

yush sales and the prices of 35c for 
estern, 37c for City and 56c for Cal- 
cutta oil are well maintained. 

Cottonseed Oil.—The weak tone of 
the market at the close of our last 
has been followed by a drop in val- 
ues. Even prime Crude which has 
all along commanded full prices hav- 
ing secomb to the inevitable and 
closes weak at 25c. The week being 
broken by the intervening holiday 
both here and abroad, business in 
consequence is more or less disturbed. 
This in connection with the close of 
the year, buyers are not disposed to en- 
ter into any negotiations, except what 
current wants may requires so that 
none may come into this year’s 
business. There have been several 
offers floating around the market for 
January and February delivery of 
both crude and refined, at what is 
now looked upon as extremely low 
a. and yet later on possibly the 
seller may regret not having accepted 
those bids. here has been more in- 
quiry from exporters who are getting 
better rates of freight named,but buy- 
ers abroad apparently have caught the 
same complaint as those here who are 
not tempted with low offers, but pre- 
fer to wait for “‘new developments to 
turn up.”’ Reports from the South in- 
dicate that the West is a free buyer, 
when any concession in prices is made 
to work off their surpluss stocks. The 
falling off in receipts to this center 
may be attributed to this cause rather 
than the storeing of oil by the var- 
ious crushers. The sales reported are 
comparatively light consisting of 125 
bbis prime crude at 25%c ; 200 bbls off 
crude at 23c; 150 bbls prime yellow at 
25%4¢; 170 bbls prime crude at 25¢c ; and 
125 bbls of prime crude in lots at 
25%c. An offer of 28c was madeearly 
in the week for 5C0 bbls prime yellow 
for January delivery, but later the 
buyer would not renew his bid. The 
market closes weak and dull at 25c 
for prime crude and 28%@29¢e for 
prime yellow.

SATURDAY EvENING, Dec. 26, 1891. 

The past week has been notable 
only for its extreme dullness and for 
the entire absence of features of in- 
terest. Even the news from the pro- 
ducing regions has been tame, no im- 
vee wells being reported and no 

evelopment of any kind calculated 
to disturb the market. Prices have 
varied but little from day to a 
while trading has scarcely been suffi- 
cieut to prevent the market from 
having a holiday appearance. The 
exchange being closed on Friday and 
Saturday, the week was a short one, 
but even during the four days no in- 
terest was shown on the part of the 
operators. The runs thus far this 
month have kept well above 1C0,000 
bbls per day, and continue to exceed 
the deliveries by about 30,000 bbls. 
This would indicate a further acquisi- 
tion to stocks durinyy December of 
1,000,000 bbls, but the statistical situa- 
tion does not appear to exert any in- 
fluence on the market. Buckeyes 
have been entirely neglected, but are 
still . nominally quoted at 14%ce. 
Tue transactions during the past week

against 88,000 bbls forthe preceding 
week. The clearances of the local ex-

amounted to 1,226,000 bbls, against 
3,238,000 bbls for the oa week, 
The highest price of the week was re- 
corded on Tuesday, when 59%e was 
reached,, The lowest point of the 
week was 58%c, and was touched on 
Tuesday. The opening price last 
Monday was 59%c, and the close this 
noon was at594c, showing a guin 
of vc asthe result of the week's trad- 
ing, while the extreme range of fuct- 
uations for the week was %c. The 
highest price for Buckeye cercificates 
was 14%c, reached on each day, and 
the lowest was 144%c, touched on each 
day. The opening price last Mon- 
day was 14\c and the close this noon 
was at 14\%c, showing a gain of 0c 
for the week under an extreme range 
of variations of Vc.

The eugenol is accompanied by vary- 
ing quantities of a sesquiterpene, 
OH Very. slightly levorotatory, 
poiling at 254° C., sp. gr.

The testing of cloves, like that 
of other essential oils, has hitherto 
been carried out in very different 
ways. The good quality of the oil

solubility in 90 per cent. alcohol. An 
addition of turpentine oil would lower 
the specific gravity and the solubility 
in alcohol. The specific gravity of 
the oil distilled from clove stalks is 
given as somewhat lower (1'061 at15°), 
but in respect to odor and taste it 
does not differ from ordinary oil of 
cloves. In Schmidt’s ‘Lehrbuch der 
Pharmaceutischen Chemie” it is 
further stated that if hot water be 
shaken with oil of cloves it should not 
after cooling show an acid reaction 
as the colored blue or violet with ferric 
chloride. The determination of the acid 
and saponification numbers as recom- 
mended by Kremel for essential oils 
has been pronounced unsatisfactory 
by Dieterich, since the limits between 
the acid and ester numbers ure not 
sufficiently marked and the figures 
are too low. This is confirmed by 
the author, who has found that the 
range of ester numbers, 13°8 to 20°5, 
given by the Dieterich for different 


sorts of oil of cloves, in no way cor- 
responds to the quantity of eugenol 
present. The determination of the 
solubility co-efficient of essential oils 
in dilute alcohol can scarcely be 
deemed a decisive test. 

The composition of oil of cloves, in 
the author’s opinion, indicates that 
by far the greatest importance must 
be attributed to the eugenol as its 
chief constituent, and therefore that 
the quantity of eugenol occuring in 
oil of cloves can be taken as a meas- 
ure of its value. This assumption is 
considered to find justification in the 
fact that recently the action of oil or 
cloves in tuberculous disease has been 
attributed solely to the eugenol it con- 
tains. In addition the highest priced 
and best puritied sorts of oil of cloves 
from reliable firms are in most cases 
the richest in eugenol. The oils cf 
high specific gravity are also reckoned 
to be the best. For the purposes of 
perfumery, however, not only the 
eugenol, but the amount of the pecul-

iar smelling sesquiterpene comes into 
consideration. 

According to this view the determ- 
ination of the value of oil of cloves 
will turn upon a _ simple method 
for separating the eugenol quanti- 
tatively. The known methods are 
not suitable for the purpose, since 
relatively large quantities of oil of 
cloves are required and the isolation 
of the eugenol is tedious.As is known, 
the separation is effected by treatin 
the oil of cloves with caustic potash 
or soda solution, pressing the ecrystal- 
line paste of eugenol-alkali that 
forms, taking up the press residue 
with water, decomposing with hydro- 
chloric acid, washing the liberated 
eugenol with water, drying it with 
calcium chloride and then rectifying. 
It will be evident that a process with 
all these details will not give quanti- 
tatively exact results, especially when 
only a small quantity of oil is used.

At the last sitting of this Commis- 
sion, Professor MacOwan, Director of 
the Cape Town Botanical Gardens, 
gave evidence on Cape vegetable 
products. His testimony, as repro- 
duced in a lengthy report in the Cape 
Argus, has not by any means a cheer- 
ful or confident ring about it. Pos- 
sibly the stingy treatment by the 
Cape Legislature of its botanical 
gardens and museum affected Pro- 
fessor MacOwan’s —s If the 
Cape people are really in earnest 
about the growth of new products, 
they should prove their sincerity by 
providing the funds required to make 
their botanical gardens as useful to 
South Africa as those of Kew are to 
this country, of Buitenzurg to the 
Dutch East Indies, and of Peradeniya 
to Ceylon. 

There 7 to bea feeling among 
the Cape Colony agriculturists that 
olive growing would prove a payins 
investment. There are plenty of wil 
olive trees at the Cape, and the idea 
seems to be that the best varieties of 
French and Italian plants might be 
grafted upon these. Professor Mac- 
Owan appears inclined to throw cold 
water upon this scheme, and not with- 
out reason. We doubt if olive farm- 
ing is a paying industry anywhere at 
a Cottonseed and other oils 
1ave replaced olive oil to a large ex- 
tent, not only for manufacturing but 
also for eating purposes. In common 
or technical oils, the Cape furmer 
could scarcely expect to compete suc- 
cessfully with his fellow agriculturists 
in Morocco, Tunis, and the 
Levant generally and to attempt 
to drive out the fine French 
and Italian table oils would be 
an altogether hopeless task. A suit- 
able s_il, a good climate, and cheap 
unskilled labor are excellent things in 
their way, but they are, fortunately, 
not everything. Dexterous workman- 
ship and plodding watchfulness also 
count for much, and nowhere more 
than in industries in which the French 
excel. Just as the Americans find 
that they cannot make tin plates or 
fine cutlery unless, they import Brit- 
ish workmen to teach them the way, 
so the Cape people would discover 
that any natural advantages they 
might possess would avail nothing 
withoutthe aid of French workmen 
excelling in gifts acquired by training 
as much as those inherited from gen- 
erations of predecessors, in the same 
industries. ‘The same obstacles to 
success apply to the distillation of es- 
sential oils. Professor MacOwan men- 
tions that some twenty years ago 
a London firm of perfumers sent out 
a small distilling and enfleurage plant 
for expermental purposes to a Mr 
Kennedy, of Humansdrop, in Cape 
Colony. Unfortunately, the consignee 
died before the plant could be put to 
work, and since then no other efforts 
at essential oil distillation have been 
heard of. We doubt whether, if in- 
itated, they could be _ successful 
now. ‘To say that there are not 
at this moment half-a-dozen kinds of 
essential oils produced outside Eur- 
ope which leave a fair profit to their 
growers is but to recall a fact no- 
torious in the trade. Whether it be 
eucalyptus, patchouly, lemongrass, 
citronella, or what not, a new grower 
need but attempt to find a sale for his 
goods in Europe or America to re- 
ceive proof of the hopelessness of his 
task. Saffron is next suggested asa 
possible Cape growth, the reason 
Gree for advocating it being that the 

estern parts of Cape Colony are 
preeminently the country for bulbous 
plants. We are afraid that here, 
again, cultivators would fail to find a 





profitable market. Spain and France 
produce saffron enough for the 
world’s requirements; in fact, if 
rumor speaks truly, the Spaniards are 
likely to restrict their cultivation 
greatly next year. Some years ago 
samples of saffron of very good 
uality from Ceylon were shown in 
ondon, but the would be shipper, 
upon closer investigation of the mar. 
ket prospects, refrained from sending 
any further consignments. Scam- 
mony and castor oil, which are also 
suggested, are a likely to 
cause disappointment, though it is 
but fair to say that of the latter drug 
South Africa now imports large quan- 
tities from India, in spite of the 
abundance of the ricinus plant on her 
own soil. But is there, then, no con- 
solation anywhere for the intelligent 
and industrious cultivator, anxious 
to lead the way in new methods of 
cultivation? There is; and such a 
one need not go far a-field. The 
choicest gifts, as the poet has said, 
lie neglected around him—lie close 
about his feet. How is it that we 
et little beeswax and practically no 
oney from the Cape? ‘To Professor 
MacOwan the same _ question has 
evidently occurred and he can only 
answer that the almost entire ab- 
sence of both producis from among 
the list of Cape exports is inexplicable 
to him, so it is tous. We import 
thousands upon thousands of pack- 
ages of honey from Chili, California, 
Jamaica, Cuba, Australia, and other 
countries every year, and hundreds of 
tons of beeswax from almost every 
vart of the world. Both honey and 
veeswax are products of which the 
consumption is increasing materially. 
Neither in California or Chili is bee- 
farming as yet a generation old. 
Good yellow Jamaica beeswax from £7 
5s to £7 15s per cwt. But if the Cape 
people mist needs introduce some 
new economical plants, we should 
think that the cultivation of insect 
flowers offers about as good a pros- 
pect of success as that of any other 
drug. By providing a cheap and 
plentiful supply of insect powder, the 
cultivator would not only benefit him- 
himself financially, but he would have 
the satisfaction of contributing large- 
ly to the comfort of his fellow-citizens 
all over South Africa. The commer- 
cial cultivation of the plant, we be 
lieve is about to be undertaken now 
in Natal, and the growers there com- 
mence with the prospect of a practic- 
ally unlimited market at their own 
doors. 

Professor MacOwan, in his evidence 
before the commission, comments 
severely upon the slovenly manner in 
which aloes-juice is prepared in South 
Africa. With a proper mode of cul- 
tivation, he thieks Bape aloes might 
be made as valuable as the best Socc- 
trine kind, which now, we may ob- 
serve by the way, fetches about six 
times as much money. The Professor 
mentions the interesting fact that in 
1860 an English farmer in Natal 
showed him a calabash of treacly 
aloes-juice, which he had prepared ex- 
perimentally for the English market, 
and which containes as large a pro- 

ortion of crystallisable aloin as the 
Saas Sccotrine aloes. Unfortunately 
the experiment was not repeated. The 
reason that the cape aloes of com- 
merce containing no aloin must be 
sought, Professor MacOwan thinks, 


solely in the unworkmanlike 
manner of its preparation.

Natal aloes is, indeed, known to yield 
an aloin (“‘nataloin’), but all ran 
cognosists have hitherto held that in 
Cope aloes, which is the produce of @

there would be left only 1,050 tons of 
petoleum, and leakage lessened this 
amount twenty tons before the ship 
reached a European port. Thus it 
will be seen that a sailing vessel could 
carry only about half its carrying 
capacity ifits cargo were oil. ‘This 
simply doubled freights, and added 
to the cost of oil on the other side. 


Another large element of expense 
was the loss of barrels. Petroleum 
barrels are expensive, being made in 
the stoutest manner out of the sound- 
est of materials. Ifthe barrels were 
not returned to America their loss 
must be added to the freight on the 
oil. If they were returned, there was 
the freight back. 


Most of the sailing vessels which 
handled this enormous trade—for at 
this time America exported between 
3,000,000 and 4,000,000 barrels of petro- 
leum a year—started principally from 
this port and Philadelphia. The ma- 
jority of them left New York harbor. 

‘hence they travelled the globe, car- 
rying their cargoes to Europe, the 
Indies, South America, China and 
Japan. None went to Russia and the 
Mediterranean, for Russia was then, 
as now. working to the utmost oil 
wells which, although inferior in the 
quality of the product, were very pro 
ductive. 

A Yankee first conceived the ides of 
a tank steamer. He did not propose, 
however, to pump the oil freely into 
the hold of the ship. The belief was 
then strong that this would result in 
sinking the ship oun the first swell. It 
was supposed that the oil would ac- 
quire a swaying motion as the swells 
would tip the ship,and that this sway- 
ing would cause the ship to roll over 
and sink. So the Yankee fild the hold 
of his steamer with miniature tanks 
shaped like large barrels, and i. 
ceeded to pump those tanks full of 
oil. Dutch shippers copied the idea 
at once, anc very soon there were 
several of these steamers on the sea. 
But they were miserable failures, It 
was hard to get the tanks full, the oil 
splashed out, and the leakage was en- 
ormous. The leakage charged the 
air under decks with petroleum vapor 
which was highly explosive. Besides 
there was a vast deal of space wasted 
in thehold. An Englishman took the 
Yankee’s two fundamental ideas of 
the iron steamship and the tank, and 
produced the modern tank steamer. 
He admitted that if you let a shipful 
of loose oil pitch back and forth un- 
restrained it would soon swamp the 
ship. Buthe also held that if you 
puta solid deck over the ship and 
then filled the ship up to the deck 
with petroleum you would have 
practically a solid. That is all true, 
said the objectors, but you can’t 


Curious Vessels for the Transportation 
of Petroleum. 

“Qne of the chief causes for the 
present dull times in our husiness,” 
gaid the proprietor of a tow-boat line 
the other day, “‘is the loss of oil tows, 
A fleet of sailing vessels, loaded with 
barrels of petroleum, use to leave 
this port every week to cross the seas. 
They were one of our chief supports 
in the old days,for we use to tow each 
of these ships in from Sandy Hook 
in ballast and out again loaded, and 
get from $75 to $100 apiece each way. 
Now, however, the sailing vessel has 
gone out of the oil business. Itisa 
great loss to us, for all we get out of 
the trade now is perhaps $10 or $15 
once in a while for helping a steamer 
in or out of dock when the tide is bad. 
The sailing vessels are pretty nearly 
wiped out of the business, for one cf 
these big steamers will carry five 
times as much oil and get there in a 
quarter the time.” 

“You’re right,”’ said the skipper of 
a broad-beamed bark when he was 
asked about it. ‘The sailors have no 
business in the oil trade now. I got 
every boat out of it two years ago 
and went to bringing lumber down 
from Canada. I used to carry oil 
from here to London and Liverpool— 
was in the business for yeare till the 
tank steamers came along and drove 
me into a less profitable trade. I 
suppose there were 300 or 400 sailing 
vessels engaged in the oil trade at 
this port eight years ago. I'll bet 
there ain’t twenty in it now—I mean, 
in the foreign trade, not the coast 
trade. America supplies oil for the 
whole world,excepting a little second- 
class stuff from Russia, and we sailors 
used to carry it all. 

“Most of the ships were owned 
abroad. They were English and 
Dutch and German and French. When 
the tank steamers drove them out 
they stopped coming to America. 
Don’t know what trade they’re in 
now. The few Yankees who carried 
oil across went into the lumber and 
fruit business mostly. Still some of 
them have joined the coastwise fleet, 
and are stillin the oil trade. These 
tank steamers are terrible fellows 
when it comes to shouldering a load. 
Why, some of them can carry a net 
cargo of eight or nine times my gross 
tonnage.’’ 

Probably no great trade was ever so 
completely revolutionized in so short 
a time as that of oil transportation on 
the sea. Even the change in oil trans- 
portation on land, from railroad and 
canal to pipe line, is no parallel, for 
that took many years ; but 1t took only

From three to a dozen 
such pipes are putin operation, and 
the cowplete loading of the ship is so 
speedy that the captains often refuse 
to let the sailors go ashore, assuring 
them that they will not have time in 
port for a single spree. 

As might be expected, the rules 
aboard an oil steamer are exceedingly 
strict. There is astrict prohibition of 
fire aboard, save deep down in the 
stern, hid behind the double bulk- 
head and the wall of water which 
supplies steam to the engines. _Cook- 
ing is not done by fire, but by steam 
supplied from the boller. Smoking is 
forbidden everywhere on board. ‘This 
is one of the articles which the sailor 
is compelled to sign. He is searched 
on entering the ship, and every f 
match, flint or other implement by 
which fire can be produced is taken 
from him. This restriction is not 
through fear that a spark nar fall in 
the oil. So tightly are the hatches 
kept closed that there is no danger of 
that. But petroleum gives forth 4 f 
dangerous vapor, which may saturate 
the air of aroom and make it highly 
inflamable without the occupants 
knowing it. The sailors live forward, i, 
almost over the oil. Nevertheless, 
sailors do smoke on many of these oil 
steamers. The smell of tobacco per- 
vades their quarters, though the 
guilty are rarely found. It would 
seem reasonable to suppose that it 
would be found difficult to get sailors 
to —_ on an oil steamer, or that they 
would at least require more than the 
usual wages. This is not the case, 
however, Jack Tar fears petroleum as 
little as he does the sea. 

It is interesting that there is no 
trade for tank steamers with the East 
and West Indies, South America or 
any Asiatic country. There may yet 
be such a trade with South America, 
but the chances are there never will 
be with the Asiatic countries. They 
do not use much oil, and what de- 
mand there is is only for the highly 
refined brands in tins, 


the engine and boilers are placed 
inthe extreme rear that tho inflam- 
mable cargo may be amidships and 
forward. ‘The oil tanks are separated 
from the engine room and boilers by 
two bulkheads with a considerable 
space between them. This space is 
filled with water. 

Tank steamers vary in capacity,but 
25,000 barrels of oil may be regurded 
as afaireargo. An average cargo for 
sailing vessel of the old days was 
5,000 barrels. 'Tanksteamers are gen- 
erally provided with powerful tripple 
expansion engines, and go from New 
York to Liverpool in about eleven 
or fourteen days. The same trip took 
the sailing vessels of the old days two 
months. ‘The largest tank steamer is 
the German ship Brilliant, with a ca- 
pacity of 29,000 barrels, or 4,300 bulk 
tons of oil. The Euglish steamers 
Bayonne and Manhattan, of 28,000 
barrels capacity each, probably lead 
the fleet, all things considered, The 
Dutch steamer Biemer Haven, 27,000 
barrels capacity, stands among the 
leaders in size and speed. 

There are xb utseventy tank steam- 
ers in operation. About twenty of 
these are used in the Ki:isviantrade. 
‘The rest carry oil from New York and 
Philadelphia to every part of Europe. 
In Englard they land their cargoes at 
London, Liverpool, Bristol, Hull, and 
Sunderland, those being the only 
ports where tanks are provided for 
the storing of the oil.In Germany they 
unload at Bremen and Hamburg, Am- 
sterdam and Rotterdam are the Dutch 
ports. Antwerp is the Belgian port, 
and Havre, Cette, Marseilles and Bor- 
deaux are the portsof France. ‘These 
fifty tank steamers now carry 5,000,000 
barrels of oil yearly.

Zine Powder. 


Zine powder, or zine dust, as it ig 
occasionally termed, has of late years 
become an article of considerable im- 
portance in the dyehouse, more eg. 
pecially in the setting of indigo vats 
as reduction a based on the 
use of zinc, have been found to be 
very superior to the lime and cop. 
peras process for dyeing indigo on 
cotton, and to the old wood and bran 
vats used in woolen dyeing. The 
vats are cleaner, there is no sediment 
to deal with, they are much easier to 
set, and brighter and cleaner shades 
are yielded. 

_Essentially,zinc powder should con- 
sist entirely of metallic zine, but it is 
rare to meet with such a sample, as 
generally it proves to be a mixture of 
zine and zinc oxide, with more or less 
other impurities—iron, antimony, &c, 
The value of a sample of zinc powder 
depends entirely on the amount of 
metallic zinc it contains, as this is the 
constituent that exerts the reducing 
power- on the indigo; therefore 
the more zine the better and 
more valuable is the sample of zinc 
powder.

Florida’s Phosphate Beds. 


The phosphate fever which began 
in this part of Florida not more than 
two years ago has not exhausted itself 
by any means, nor does it seem likely 
to do 80 for a while. On the contrar 
it has become contagious, and, though 
it cannot be said to be raging, it has 
certainly spread to other parts of the 
State. Itis not an uncommon thin 
to see prospectors, with their soun 
ing rods, augers and drills; probing 
into the ground und handing over to 
the geologists the deposit they have 
taken out to determine by mathema- 
tical calculation the percentage of 
phosphate in it. Up to the present 
time phosphates have been found all 
along from the Suwanee River, in the 
northern part of Florida, as far south 
as Charlotte Harbor, but the greatest 
quantity and richest deposits have 
been discovered in the Peace River 
Valley, especially in De Soto and Polk 
Counties. The stream from which 
Peace River Valley is named is in 
many places little more than a creek, 
running through the central part of 
the State, ey into Charlotte 
Harbor, , just below Fort Ogden, where 
it it expands into a majestic rivera mile | be the only deposit of phosphate in! said: “There are no millsin Florida.! (To becontinued.) into a majestic rivera mile 
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or more in width, dotted over with 
heavily wooded islands. 

Discoveries of phosphate deposits 
are made almost daily in other parts 
of the State. Recent discoveries of 
this valuable mineral have been made 
near Dunnellon,Albion,Archor and in 
the counties of Gadsden, Jefferson, 
ae Suwanee, Wokalla ,Pasco, Hills- 

boro, Marion, Polk, Citrus, etc., which 
have brought millions of dollars into 
the State, prospectors from all over 
the world, and has given lucrative em- 
ployment’ to many who were idle. 
fanufactories with the latest and 
most improved labor-saving machin- 
ery are being erected in all phosphate 
regions, and oo. are no longer 
an experiment, but a success. It is 
not news that the quantity of phos- 
phate accessable to commerce 
throughout the world is limited, that 
many old sources of supply have been 
worked out, and that others are being 
rapidly exhausted. In the meanwhile 
not only is the consumption of phos- 
phates enormous, but it is increasing 
rapidly, and very few, if any, new de- 
posits worthy of mention ‘are being 
discovered outside of Florida. Even 
the phosphate beds of South Carolina, 


which ave been so_ profitable 
in their yield have not been 
so extensive § as to provide 


fertilizers sufficient for a. acres 
outside of that State. Phosphate of 
lime is the foundation of all commer- 
cial fertilizers, and if the beds of that 
indispensable material.shall prove in- 
exhaustible in Florida, as several 
geologists declare them to be, it will 
prove not 7 one of the greatest 
blessings to the farmers and fruit 
growers in this State, but it will be a 
most profitable industry, inasmuch as 
it will help to make up the deficiency 
in other parts of the world. 

Four or five years ago Captain J. 
Francis Le Baron, of the Engineer 
Corps of the Army, who had been en- 
= in making surveys for a _ canal 

om the headwaters of the St. John’s 
River to Charlotte Harbor, when sur- 
veying Peace River made a discovery 
of phosphate deposits, and held the 
- to the “ rodigious hidden wealth 

lorida,”’ ut he did not detain it 
long, He tried to get moneyed men 

ew York, Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton interested, but they were sce 
tical and would not invest a dollar. 
May, 1888, the first experimental 
shipment of Florida Phosphate was 
made by Colonel T. 8. Moorhead, and 
the sandbar in Peace River from 
which it was taken was supposed to 
be the only deposit of phosphate in 


the State. Twelve months later this 
was still the only one mining phos- 
phate in Florida. To-day there are 
eighteen mining plants in Polk and 
De Soto counties alone, the daily ca- 

acity of which is about 2,375 tons. 
The amount of phosphate exported 
in vessels from Charlotte arbor, 
from April 30, 1890, to September 1, 
1891, was 42,210 tons, of which 24,655 
tons went to England, France, Scot- 
land, Germany and Sweden for — 

yaration. The shipments from 

ampa, forthe seven months ending 
August 1, 1891, all of which probably 
went to European ports, were 10,235 
tons. The 5 E by the South 
Florida Railroad, for Northern points, 
in the twelve months ending Septem- 
ber 1, were 17,636 tons, and by the 
other railroads, 109,908 tons. 

With Flerida farmers and fruit 
growers the question of fertilizers to 
restore their acres of exhausted lands 
has been an embarrassing one to 
them, but the relief seems to have 
been prought almost to their very 
doors. The better qualities of the 
phosphate product are shown by oo 
alysis to contain from 70 to 80 
cent. of bone Lp te torso of lime. he 
geologists and chemists have not had 
much success in the removal of the 
doubt from the land tillers that there 
was any virtue in the a be- 
fore it Is treated with sulphuric acid; 
but, as “proof of the pudding is in the 
eatin ,’ they may soon become con- 
vinced that lands treated with the un- 
acidulated phosphates are much ben- 
efitted. A number of the more intel- 
ligent fruit growers have recently 
broadcasted their lands with the raw 
phosphate dust, and claim that they 
already see the ‘benefit. But the vir- 
tue of this untreate1 ee pont will 
be fully demonstrated before another 
year, and then the doubters will learn 
whether they were right or wrong in 
their opinions. The ground soft rock 
phosphate, called raw phosphate, is 
worth from $5 to $8 per ton; the su- 
perphosphate, or that which is treated 
with sulphuric acid, is worth about 
$18 per ton; and when potash and 
ammonia are added itis worth from 
$25 to $30 per ton. It is palpable, 
therefore, that, if it is demonstrated 
that the raw phosphate will enrich 
Florida soil with a saving of dollars 
as compared with prepared super- 
phosphates the market for the grouud 
soft rock phosphates will grow im- 
mensely. 

A correspondent writing from Oca- 
Ja on this oe industry last year, 
said : ‘There are no mills in Florida. 











Their establishment has been talked 
of, but the oe g machinery is ex- 
pensive, and material for the acid is 
said not to existhere. ifsome push- 
ing Yankee knows better, however, 
here is a firstrate chance for a for- 
tune.” This suggestion must have 
reached the eye of “some pushing 
Yankee’”’ for ‘within the next few 
months the ee machinery and 
tanks, the former for grinding the 
rock and pebble phosphate, and the 
latter for making and mixing the 
acids, were purchased and st up near 
Jacksonville, and to-day there is a 
large and profitable business done in 
the manufacture of super-phosphates, 
I am informed that there is another 
—* 8 aper- -phosphate mill at Savan- 

ence another re that 
erclan nations have enjoyed the pro- 
fits of has ben developed in the 
United States. The mines and mills 
give employment to thousands of 
men who are glad to get it and who 
are thus enable to provide more com- 
fortable homes, witb contented and 
happy and better-fed and _better- 
clothed wives and children than would 
be the case if American capital and 
scientific brains were not so em- 
ployed. 

Phosphate _—. may be defined 
as pebble and rock mining. Land 
nodules (irregular lumps) and river 
pebbles may be considered as one 
varity and the only important differ- 
ence between them being that one 
contains slightly more phosphate of 
lime than the other. Both alike are 
easily freed from impurities and are 
of a size and form which facilitate the 
process of grinding preparatory to 
acidulation. Much of what is known 
asthe “hard rock’’ shows a greater 
percentage of tricalcic phosphate than 
the best land or river pebble. When 
prepared for market it is apt to con- 
tain a lorger amount af adhering 
sand, clay, and other impurities than 
is found in the pebble ; hence itis that 
notwithstanding its usually greater 
percentage of bone phosphate of lime 
it commands a less price per unit than 
pebble phosphate. In mining hard 
rock, hand labor must be relied upon, 
and blasting is not only often neces- 
sary, but the rock must be carfully 
examined, the good ones culled out 
and the bal:unce rejected. In mining 


and manipulating pebble > aa 
nearly all the work is rmed by 
machinery. No skille ‘labor is re- 


quired aside from that of a superin- 
tendent and three or four engineers 
and the foremen.

We are reported no specially inter- 
esting features in the market for dyes 
and dvestuffs, and trading during the 
past week has been mostly of a job- 
bing character. With the exception 
of two or three of the articles under 
review, values have remained un- 
changed and very firm at our last 
quotation. 

Albumen.—The tendency of the mar- 
ket for imported blood has been weak 
for some time without any quotable 
change in values, but we understand 
that during the past week holders in 
the London market reduced _ their 
pen es and a corresponding decline 
ollowed in this market. The better 
grades hold their prices proportion- 
ately better than the fair to ordinary, 
which show the greatest decline. A 
quantity of very low grade was closed 
out at 14%c, but the range is quoted 
at 15@19ce, The domestic article is in 
better request within the limits of 15 
@19¢ as to quantity. Egg remains 
unchanged as to the condition of de- 
mand and values. 

Aniline Colors.—The market bears 
up remarkably well and continues 
steady at the old quotations. While 
business at the moment is for current 
requirements only, we are reported 
«a number of orders for the first part 
of January and a very free movement 
is looked forin the entire line after 
the holidays. The oil and salt are 
moving slowly, although the salt pos- 
sibly shows the better demand. 
Prices continue at 164%@18e and 15@ 
17%¢ respectively. 

Alizarine.—The market is feature- 
less and any business of importance 
has not come to the surface. There 
continues an absence of demand from 
consumers und the article is barely 
steady at 17 4%@2ic. 

Bichromate of Potash.—The Ameri 
can product is meeting with an or- 
dinary demand for the season at 


94%@10e. The Scotch is without 
change at 9%@10ce. 
Cutch.—The market is reported 


steady at 64%@7c, according to quan- 


tity. To-arrive, sales are reported at 
6%e. The demand is light and no 
heavy trading has been reported 


since our last report. 

Cochineal.—There is a very fair 
stock inthis market of all grades. 
Advices from London report the mar- 
ket flat and easy, and the same can 
be said of this market. Prices have 
declined and are as follows: Teneriffe 
silver, 24@27c; black, 25@28c, and 
gray black, 25@29c._ ‘Prices have de- 
clined somewhat in London owing to 
heavier arrivals. Black Teneriffe 
has sold privately to some extent at 
11@11%d per lb. Grey black is quo- 
ted at from 11d@1s 3d _ per th. for or- 
dinary to good shelly. This variety 
is not very freely offered just now, 
while it is rather in demand. 

Divi Divi.—Since our report of a 
sale of 10 tons to arrive at $80, the 
balance of the lot has been held firmly 
at $80. The 74 bags which ar- 
rived ex Prins Murita, Curacoa, was 
sold to a dealer for $7250, part of 
which was resold at $80. We note 
also an arrival of 320 bagsfrom Liver- 
pool ex Saint Pancras. 

Devrtrine.—There is a very large de- 
mand reported for both foreign and 
domestic makes and prices are firm 
at 64@7c for the imported and 56%@ 
6%c for the domestic article. 

Dyewoods.—Business in the log- 
wood market is exceedingly quiet and 
no large transactions are reported. 
We note an arrival from Petit Grove 
by the schooner Annie R. Kemp of 
312,000 Ibs. 

Gambier.—Buyers are awaiting,evi- 
dently for the Leon Pancaldo’s cargo 
of 4,300 bales to be offered, believ- 
ing that prices will still further de- 
cline. Sales of 350 bales are reported 
within the range of 4%@4%ce, but 
even at the inside quotation it is not 
meeting with a very active sale. 
Heavy buyers say the article is cheap, 
but not cheap enough to stock any 
vreat amount, and it is very probable 
that the bids of 4%e will be accepted 
for round lots during the coming 
week. ‘The market is dull and the 
movement is of a hand to mouth 
nature. There is no large demand 
for cube in this market, and No.1 
free cubes are quoted at 74@8c. 

Indigo.—The movement of all grades 
has not been characterized by any 
special activity during the past week, 
and the quotations in our Cas report 
are held firmly, but with little offer- 
ing. Stocks here are light and the 
trade is looking forward to pew goods

with considerable interest. The saleg 
at Calcutta are being closely watched 
and an advance in prices at that point 
of 5 rupees was received with much 
favor. The demand at Calcutta hag 
been mostly for the ordinary and 
middling, whilst good and fine sortg 
seem dull of sale even at reduced 
rates.
